Skilled eorkers receive 700-800 rubles 
per iBonth. 


CrlMB 

Bobberies and anaed assaults are Arequent and oeeur even in population 
centers. Del^l^peney is a natural result of the prevailing political 
education, idileh is devoid of amral and religious restraints. There are 
more than a few oases of attempted carnil violence on the part of youths, 
even ndnore; At Krasnoyarsk, a girl was strangled idien she resisted a 
ffpoap of youths, and at the Kurbatovo Kblkhoc, idiere the source used to 
work, soBie students of the seasonal Ihbqr brigades raped a girl student. 
Depplte the conplaints aade by the girl's parent, the affair was hushed 
up because, apparently, one of tbe ringleaders was the son of one of the 
nost influential naoibers of the local section of the party. 

Prostitution 

The effects of Soviet materialistic education and of the destruction of 
family affection are felt in the moral and social fields. Prostitution is 
widespread, although it is not officially approved of. 

Taxes and Withholdings 

A worker idio earns over 700 rubles per month mast subscribe to the national 
loan at the rate of 6 pejrcent of his pay each month. Workers vith 
children are exempted from this obligation. 

Another withholding is the i)i|come tax, which is established at 25 rubles 
for any worker idio earns about 600 rubles per month. Actually, of a gross 
monthly pay of 700 rubles, the worker retains only 510 rubles, after add- 
ing his labor union and party dues to the abovementioned withholdings.

MalTsrsation 

Cases of speculation are Areqnent and almost tolerated. Even the 
aathorities, idio are themselves amt averse to comaitting acts detrimental 
to the state, are not too efficient in the financial control of enter- 
prises. At Kepetova (in the Ukraine), it was known to all that the local 
miller vsed to sell floor illegally and no one ever ponlshed Mm for this 
activity, 

Malenkov 

He left a very good iiqxresslon of himself, especially with regard to 
the economic policy idilch he initiated in favor of the less wealthy. 

Church and Clergy 

It is not forbidden to go to chnrch. Beligion is practiced to a 
limited extent because the party tries to make people forget it by dis- 
crediting it, The clergy is not Independent because it is administered 
by the state, which practically holds it in its fist: it may be — that 
in the USSR even the clergy is in the service of ■Uie state. ffiCBET 25X1

The kdlkhos is sun bjr the following personnelt a president, a 
brigade leader, a book-keeper, a store keeper, and orerseer, and two 
drivers. Soms of them were disabled war veterans. 

At planting and harvest tine, students and office wtnrkers, 
women are recraited| the latter normally work in other, nonagrieulttn*al 
state enterprises. Since their training in agriculture is Idmited and 
stqperficial, they take lessons in which they are taught cultivation, 
harvesting, threshing, etc. Large amounts of money are spent for this 
training. 

Seasonal workers reweive one kslogran of bread per capita daily. 

The kdlkhoB recd^ves its seed stqipliss from the state agrieultial 
orga n i s ation, to which it later delivers its products in amounts pro p or- 
tionate to the amount of seed received. In connection with there 
are preestablisbed quotas id i i ch swust be fulfilled under any circumstances. 

It often happens that poradnction exceeds the preestablished quotSs 
because of the richness of the soil and despite the very bad treatment 
it received from inesqpert and listless hands. In such case the manage- 
ment df the koUdios knows what to do: it delivers only the x'equired amounts 
and retains the surplus for itself. 

The kolkfaos has tractors, plows, and all other technical means needed. 
These implements become inopei^tlve in just a few years, owing to the fact 
that they receive no care. 
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Those sho ran the koUdios steel to an exeesslTS extent. Despite 
the fact that percentage bonuses are provided for hig^ produotivity, the 
manager and the asmbers prefer to take care of themselves^ to a very generous 
extent, instead of waiting for the promised bonus for economy pro* 
duetivity.

The personnel of every kolkhos are under the care of a physician 
idio provides treatments and msdiclnes free of charge. Anyone who re- 
quires hoppltalalisatlon does not pay for it, but anyone who is sick 
at hflsm must pay a miall fee to the physician, idio, after his regular 
wrk for the state, can practise privately at ni^t.

Motor Transport laduBtry 

Regional Motor Transport Base (OblaataaTO Baaa) *t Kgyi-Ord* 


The base Is a state agency, with Its own transport unit, which uses 
Its own motor transport equipment to transport, among other things, the 
various supplies needed by the local kolkhoz. 

This Is the only agency of its type in the KZyl-Orda administrative 
district and provides for all local government amd civilian transporation 
needs. 

The procedure followed for the request and supply of transport equip- 
ment is as follows: the ^Ikhoz addresses its request to the motor pool 
of the base (f»lagenstva #[»torenontu|f]^t|j^r8kal!f’ which, after receiving 
approval from the agency's area headquarters, with its own equipment satis- 
fies the needs of the Kolkhoz. ISie latter pays the base by depositing the 
proper amount at the Itotional Bank to the base's account. 

The base employs aboixt 100 persons (mechanics, drivers, and office 
workers). It has about 50 Zls and GJ$' (CSosudar8t^'^A'imtomobili''’^vod) 
trucks of various sizes. 

The only fuel dump in the city located near and administered by the 
base. This duiq) siq^plles not only the base's own transport unit, but also 
the city's taxis ^ssametrl" lltenlly means taxi meters] and four busses. 

A corporal of the transport co^smy receives 600-600 rabies per month 
for an unestabUshed total number of dally woiklng hours.
